Adoring Crowds Greet Pope in Nation’s Capitai

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Cheered by jubilant 
crowds across the na¬ 
tion’s capital. Pope Fran¬ 
cis forged common cause 
Wednesday with President 
Barack Obama on climate 
change, immigration and 
inequality, as the popular 
pontiff signaled he would 
not sidestep issues that 
have deeply divided Amer¬ 
icans. 

On his first full day in the 
United States, the pope 
also reached out to Amer¬ 
ica’s 450 bishops, many 


of whom have struggled 
to come to terms with his 
new social justice-minded 
direction for the Catholic 
Church. 

He gently prodded the 
bishops to forgo “harsh 
and divisive language," 
while commending their 
“courage” in the face of 
the church’s sexual abuse 
scandal — rhetoric that an¬ 
gered victims he may meet 
with later in his trip. 

Late in the day, Francis 
— the first pope from the 
Americas — canonized Ju- 
nipero Serro, the famous 
18th century Spanish friar 
who brought the Catholic 


faith to California. 

The 78-year-old pontiff’s 
whirlwind day in Washing¬ 
ton enlivened the often sto¬ 
ic, politically polarized city. 
Excited crowds lined streets 
near the White House to 
catch a glimpse of the smil¬ 
ing and waving Francis as 
he passed by in his open-air 
“popemobiie." He seemed 
to draw energy from the 
cheering spectators, par¬ 
ticularly the children his se¬ 
curity detail brought to him 
for a papal kiss and bless¬ 
ing. 

In keeping with his repu¬ 
tation as the “people’s 
pope,” Francis kept Obama 


and other dignitaries at the 
White House waiting so he 
could spend time greeting 
schoolchildren gathered 
outside the '/atican’s dip¬ 
lomatic mission where he 
spent the night. 

With flags snapping, color 
guard at attention and 
a military band playing, 
Francis stepped from his 
modest Fiat onto the South 
Lawn on a crisp fall morn¬ 
ing that felt as optimistic 
as his own persona. Pope 
and president stood on a 
red-carpeted platform be¬ 
decked with red, white and 
blue bunting for the nation¬ 
al anthems of the Holy See 


and the United States. 

The pope’s remarks were 
brief, yet pointed. 

Speaking in soft, halting 
English, Francis said that 
as the son of an immigrant 
family, he was “happy to 
be a guest in this coun¬ 
try, which was largely built 
by such families.” The Ar¬ 
gentine pope was born 
to Italian parents who left 
their home country before 
he was born, and he has 
been a forceful advocate 
for humane treatment of 
migrants.

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2 Al-Jazeera journalists pardoned, released In Egypt

CAIRO (AP) — President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi par¬ 
doned and released two 
Al-Jazeera English journal¬ 
ists Wednesday, ending a 
case that was widely con¬ 
demned by human rights 
groups and had raised 
questions about Egypt’s 
commitment to democra¬ 
cy and tree speech. 


The move to free Canadian 
journalist Mohomed Fahmy 
and Egyptian national Ba- 
her Mohammed came 
days before el-Sissi’s ap¬ 
pearance at the U.N. Gen¬ 
eral Assembly, as well as on 
the eve of a major holiday 
in Islam, Eid al-Adha. 

Also receiving presidential 
pardons were 100 people, 
including dozens of hu¬ 
man rights activists. Most of 
them were convicted and 
imprisoned for breaking a 
disputed law enacted in 
2013 that prohibits unap¬ 
proved demonstrations. 
The measure has almost 
entirely ended street activ¬ 
ism in Egypt. 

Fahmy and Mohammed 
were arrested in Decem¬ 
ber 2013 and sentenced 


to three years in prison in a 
retrial last month for airing 
what a court described as 
“false news" and coverage 
biased in favor of the Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood. Since the 
2013 military overthrow of 
former President Moham¬ 
med Morsi, hundreds of his 
supporters have been killed 
in clashes with security 
forces and thousands were 
detained, including almost 


the entire leadership of his 
group, the now-outlawed 
Muslim Brotherhood. 

The two journalists were re¬ 
leased hours after the par¬ 
don was announced, and 
dropped off by police in a 
Cairo suburb. 

“We have not digested the 
fact that we are free, we 
don’t have to worry about 
anything else,” said Fahmy, 
who joined Al-Jazeera just 
months before his arrest. 
“Our families have suffered 
so much since the begin¬ 
ning of this trial, and we’re 
very happy that el-Sissi took 
this action and released 
us.” Fahmy’s lawyer, Amal 
Clooney, said she was “de¬ 
lighted” by the pardon. 
“This is a historic day in 
Egypt where the govern¬ 


ment has finally corrected 
a longstanding injustice,” 
she said in a statement. 
Al-Jazeera also said it was 
happy for its employees. 

“It is hard to celebrate, 
though, as this whole epi¬ 
sode should not have hap¬ 
pened in the first place,” 
the broadcaster said in a 
statement. 

The long-running trial of the 
Al-Jazeera staff was en¬ 


tangled from the start with 
the wider political enmity 
between Egypt and the 
super-rich Gulf state of Qa¬ 
tar, where the broadcaster 
is based, following Morsi’s 
ouster. Egypt maintains 
that Qatar is fueling unrest 
in Egypt through its support 
to Islamists, including the 
Brotherhood. 

Egypt’s official MENA news 
agency said a third person 
from the Al-Jazeera case 
— which included multiple 
other defendants along 
with Australian journalist Pe¬ 
ter Greste — was also par¬ 
doned but was not identi¬ 
fied by name. 

Fahmy, Greste and Mo¬ 
hammed were charged 
with being part of the Mus¬ 
lim Brotherhood, which au¬ 


thorities have declared a 
terrorist organization, and 
airing falsified video intend¬ 
ed to damage national 
security. They initially were 
convicted June 23, 2014, 
with Greste and Fahmy 
sentenced to seven years 
in prison and Mohammed 
to 10 years for also being 
found with a spent bullet 
casing. That ruling was later 
overturned on appeal, and 


a retrial ended with last 
month’s convictions. 

Greste was deported ear¬ 
lier this year. He was told of 
the pardons for Fahmy and 
Mohammed during a tap¬ 
ing of a TV show in Austra¬ 
lia, and was overcome with 
emotion. “We’ve been 
fighting for the past eight 
months for this,” he said 
before composing himself 
and punching the air with 
both fists. 

In comments to Al-Jazeera 
English, he added: “We 
have to keep in mind that 
this is not over until every¬ 
one who was caught up in 
this case has gone free.” 

As defense minister, el-Sis- 
si led the ouster of Morsi, 
Egypt’s first freely elected 
president. □ 



US man accused 
of killing South 
Korean extradited 
for his new trial

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 

An American charged with 
murder in the stabbing of a 
Seoul university student in 
1997, who officials say had 
fled to the U.S., was extra¬ 
dited to South Korea on 
Wednesday to face a new 
trial in a case that has gen¬ 
erated widespread interest 
and a local movie. 

Arthur Patterson, 35, from 
California, faces charges 
of fatally stabbing Cho 
Choong-pil at a Burger 
King restaurant in Itaewon, 
an entertainment district 
near U.S. military head¬ 
quarters in Seoul. 

“It’s not right that they 
(Cho’s family members) 
have to keep going 
through this pain over and 
over and over, but it’s not 
right that I’m here either. 
I’m still shocked that I’m 
even here,” Patterson told 
reporters after arriving from 
Los Angeles at Incheon In¬ 
ternational Airport, west of 
Seoul. Patterson’s friend, 
American Edward Lee, 
was sentenced to life in 
prison for the murder. An 
appeals court reduced 
the sentence to 20 years 
and later acquitted Lee in 
a new trial, citing a lack 
of evidence. Patterson re¬ 
ceived 18 months in prison 
for destroying evidence 
and possessing a danger¬ 
ous weapon. He was freed 
in a special amnesty be¬ 
fore finishing his prison term. 
Prosecutors then launched 
a new investigation and 
barred Patterson from 
leaving South Korea. How¬ 
ever, he fled to the U.S. in 
1999, while South Korean 
authorities were trying to 
renew a travel ban on him, 
according to South Ko¬ 
rea’s Justice Ministry. 

In 2011, prosecutors 
charged Patterson with 
murder, citing fresh evi¬ 
dence. 

Patterson and Lee, both 
teenagers at the time, ac¬ 
cused each other of killing 
Cho, 22, who was found 
with multiple stab wounds 
in the restaurant’s bath¬ 
room and died on the way 
to a hospital.Q

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Xi says ‘without reform’ no 
business progress in China

SEATTLE (AP) — Chinese 
President Xi Jinping on 
Wednesday addressed 
Amazon founder Jeff 
Bezos, billionaire investor 
Warren Buffett and other 
fop American and Chinese 
business leaders, vow¬ 
ing that his country would 
work to remove barriers to 
foreign investment and im¬ 
prove intellectual property 
protections. 

Xi’s conference with the 
business leaders in Seattle 
marked the beginning of 
a busy day. He also toured 
the Boeing production fa¬ 
cility in Everett and was to 
visit the Microsoft campus 
along with a high school in 
Tacoma. 

Apple Chief Executive Tim 
Cook, Microsoft CEO So¬ 
fya Nadella and Jack Ma 
of Chinese e-commerce 
giant Alibaba also were 
among the 30 executives 
who attended a closed- 
door discussion moderat¬ 
ed by former U.S. Treasury 
Secretary Henry Paulson 
that preceded Xi's ad¬ 
dress. 

Xi told the group in a 
speech that was open to 
media that China's econo¬ 
my has “big potential” and 
leaders will continue to re¬ 
move barriers to foreign in¬ 
vestment. 

“Without reform, there will 
be no driving force; with¬ 
out opening up, there will 
be no progress,” Xi said 
through an interpreter, 
echoing remarks he made 
during a speech Tuesday. 
“There is good news and I 
believe there will be more 
good news in the future.” 

Xi attributed the Chinese 
economy’s “moderation 
in speed and downward 
pressure with some ups and 
downs in the stock market” 
to three factors — world 
economic problems, pro¬ 
active Chinese efforts at 
regulation and “protract¬ 
ed structural problems” in 
China. 

But, he said, “I believe in 
the long run that the fun¬ 
damentals of the Chinese 
economy are good.” 

A big item of concern for 
the American CEOs was a 


treaty that would provide 
a framework for broader 
investment in the econo¬ 
my of each nation. 

All of the American CEOs 
participating in the fo¬ 
rum signed a letter to Xi 
and U.S. President Barack 
Obama urging them to 
support an agreement, 
and they heard encourag¬ 
ing words from Xi on the 
topic Wednesday. 

“Once concluded, the 
treaty will further ease 
market access and put 
in place more open and 
transparent market rules,” 
he said. 

Bilateral investment trea¬ 
ties provide rules for com¬ 
panies doing business in 
other countries. The agree¬ 
ments can help ensure the 
rights of foreign investors 
are protected and that 
foreign companies oper¬ 
ate on a level playing field 
with domestic ones. 

An agreement with China 
could open up more of 
that nation's massive mar¬ 
ket to American compa¬ 
nies, provide clearer rules 
for Chinese investment in 
the U.S., and create jobs in 
both countries, supporters 
say. 

Such treaties “can be a 
powerful cafalyst for more 
economic growth,” said 
Evan Feigenbaum, vice 
chairman of the Paulson 
Institute, which co-hosted 
the meeting. 

Representatives from Twit¬ 
ter, Facebook and Google 
were notably missing from 
the event. China blocks 
those companies’ web¬ 
sites. 

Earlier Wednesday it was 
announced that Chinese 
companies have agreed 
to buy 300 jets from Boeing. 
In addition, state-owned 
Commercial Aircraft Corp. 
of China signed a cooper¬ 
ation agreement with the 
aerospace giant to build a 
737 aircraft assembly cen¬ 
ter in China. 

Xi arrived in Seattle on 
Tuesday for a three-day 
visit before he heads fo 
fhe Whife House later this 
week. 

In the speech Tuesday, Xi 
told dignitaries such as for¬ 
mer U.S. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger, former

Francis was enthusiastic in 
his embrace of Obama’s 
climate change agenda, 
specifically praising the 
president for taking steps 
to reduce air pollution. In a 
firm message to those who 
doubt the science of cli¬ 
mate change, he said the 
warming planet “demands 
on our part a serious and 
responsible recognition” of 
the world that will be left to 
today’s children. 
“Accepting the urgency, 
it seems clear to me also 
that climate change is a 
problem which con no 
longer be left to a future 
generation,” said Francis, 
who has been pressing his 
environmental message 
ahead of climate change 
talks in Paris later this year. 
The pope’s messages were 
warmly welcomed by 
Obama, who has prodded 
his Republican rivals for ac¬ 
tion on immigration and cli¬ 
mate change with limited 
success. In his own remarks 
heralding the pope’s ar¬ 
rival at the White House, 
Obama thanked Francis 
for reminding the world of 
the “sacred obligation to 
protect our planet - God’s 
magnificent gift to us.” 

The pope and president 
were also aligned in their 
call for addressing global 
poverty and inequality, 
with Obama praising Fran¬ 


cis’ call to put “the least of 
these at the center of our 
concern.” 

The pope had something 
for conservatives, too, with 
a clear call to protect re¬ 
ligious liberties — “one of 
America’s most precious 
possessions.” 

“All are called to be vigi¬ 
lant,’ he said, “to preserve 
and defend that freedom 
from everything that would 
threaten or compromise it.” 
U.S. bishops and conserva¬ 
tives who have objected 
to the Obama administra¬ 
tion’s health care mandate 
and the recent Supreme 


Court legalization of same- 
sex marriage have made 
religious freedom a rallying 
cry, with a largely domestic 
focus. 

After their opening remarks 
on the lawn, Obama and 
Francis met one-on-one 
for 40 minutes in the Oval 
Office, joined only by an 
interpreter. White House 
aides said the discussion 
was private, and declined 
to say whether the lead¬ 
ers addressed subjects on 
which they sharply differ, 
including abortion and gay 
marriage. 

While the pope’s visit was 


analyzed for political im¬ 
plications in a city al¬ 
ready consumed by next 
year’s U.S. presidential 
election, for Catholics and 
many other Americans 
Francis’ six-day, three-city 
trip to the U.S. is an oppor¬ 
tunity to connect with a 
humble church leader who 
has rejuvenated many of 
the country’s believers. 
“He’s made the church 
more of an obtainable 
thing,” said Nigel Stacy, a 
law student who arrived 
at the White House in the 
middle of the night to get 
a good place to stand for 
the arrival ceremony. “It’s 
more relatable. You see 
what he does and you 
can see yourself emulating 
that.” 

Washington resident There¬ 
sa Wellman, who brought 
her mother and five chil¬ 
dren to watch the pope’s 
parade through the streets 
of the nation’s capital, 
called Francis “a breath of 
fresh air.” 

“He’s changed the tone 
into a loving, merciful 
church to serve the poor,” 
Wellman said. 

The church’s leadership 
in the U.S. has sometimes 
been more skeptical of 
the pope, wary of the di¬ 
vide between his focus on 
a merciful church and the 
culture wars that Ameri¬ 
ca’s bishops have been 
involved in over abortion 
and gay rights.

In his remarks to U.S. bish¬ 
ops at the Cathedral of St. 
Matthew the Apostle, Fran¬ 
cis emphasized one of the 
defining messages of his 
papacy, to focus less on 
defending church teach¬ 
ing and more on compas¬ 
sion. The pope told the 
American church leaders 
that “harsh and divisive 
language does not befit 
the tongue of a pastor” 
and he encouraged them 
to speak with anyone, no 
matter their views. 

In his first comments in 
the U.S. on the clergy 
sex abuse scandal that 
erupted in 2002, the pope 
praised the bishops for a 
“generous commitment to 
bring healing to victims” 
and for acting “without 
fear of self-criticism.” 

An organization for abuse 
victims quickly disagreed. 
“Almost without exception, 
they have shown coward¬ 
ice and callousness and 
continue to do so now,” 
said Barbara Dorris, presi¬ 
dent of SNAP, or Survivors 
Network of those Abused 
by Priests. 

Under public pressure, 
the U.S. Conference of 
Catholic Bishops pledged 
to oust any guilty clergy 
from church work and en¬ 
act safeguards for children. 
However, some victims say 
the bishops still haven’t 
fully accounted for shelter¬ 
ing abusers. This year, three 
bishops resigned over their 
failures to protect children. 
Later Wednesday, Fran¬ 
cis celebrated a Mass of 
Canonization, the first ever 
on U.S. soil, for Junipero Ser¬ 
ra in Spanish. 

Several thousand of the 
25,000 tickets to the event 
were set aside for Spanish¬ 
speaking people, many 
from California. The Basili¬ 
ca of the National Shrine of 
the Immaculate Concep¬ 
tion erected a temporary 
sanctuary outdoors for the 
Mass, which lasted into the 
evening. 

On Thursday, Francis 
planned to deliver the 
first papal address ever 
to Congress, speaking to 
Republican-majority legis¬ 
lators deeply at odds with 
Obama on many of the 
same issues the leaders

NORTH CHARLESTON, South 
Carolina (AP) — Republi¬ 
can presidential front-run¬ 
ner Donald Trump lashed 
out at rivals and com¬ 
plained about mistreat¬ 
ment by the medio on 
Wednesday, apparently 
stung by a rash of criticism 
about his comments on im¬ 
migration and women. 

It’s not like the other Re¬ 
publican candidates par¬ 
ticularly like each other.

Eclipsed this week by Pope 
Francis’ tour of the U.S., the 
billionaire developer and 
former reality star spent his 
day slinging insults. 

He tweeted Wednesday 
that he’s boycotting Fox 
News, even though the 
network said officials there 
had canceled a Trump ap¬ 
pearance first. Trump also 
complained that rival Ru¬ 
bio has gotten too much 
attention for gaining on 
Bush in some polls of Re¬ 
publican primary voters. 
And he said Kentucky Sen. 
Rand Paul should drop out 
of the race because of his 
low showing in the polls. 
Trump still leads most polls 
for the 2016 Republican 
nomination less than five 
months before voting be¬ 
gins with the Iowa caucus¬ 
es. 

“The polls are through the 
roof,” he told a session of 
South Carolina’s African- 
American Chamber of 
Commerce and the Great¬ 
er Charleston Business Al¬ 
liance, another group of 
black business leaders. 
However, there were signs 
that things aren’t so great 
for the billionaire develop¬ 
er so far this week. 


His appearance in South 
Carolina was billed as an 
opportunity for him to ad¬ 
dress minority business 


owners. But Trump’s white 
supporters who bought 
tickets to the event com¬ 
prised most of the audi¬ 
ence, and Trump made 
only a few mentions of the 
black business commu¬ 
nity, at one point saying: 
“I have a lot of friends who 
are African-Americans.” 
Trump spoke in South Car¬ 
olina a few hours after 
tweeting that he is boy¬ 
cotting Fox News. A Fox

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Indiana’s high court weighs state fair stage coiiapse case

INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — The 

state of Indiana is respon¬ 
sible by contract for the le¬ 
gal defense and any judg¬ 
ments against a company 
which provided the rigging 
that collapsed and killed 
seven people during the 
2011 state fair, a company 
attorney told the state’s 


highest court. Mid-America 
Sound Corp. attorney Rob¬ 
ert MacGill told the justices 
of the Indiana Supreme 
Court on Wednesday that 
Indiana’s State Fair Com¬ 
mission signed lease forms 
with the company for nine 
years that included an “in¬ 
demnification” provision 
releasing Mid-America 
from any claims arising 


from the use of its equip¬ 
ment. Mid-America in¬ 
serted that provision in its 
invoice claim form after 
the company tried to halt 
a 2002 state fair concert 
as severe weather threat¬ 
ened but was rebuffed by 
state fair officials, who said 
only they had such author¬ 
ity, he said. 

“The 2002 event changed 


the contract and the con¬ 
tract was negotiated, 
agreed to and executed 
year after year,” MacCill 
said. Fair officials signed 
the revised forms starting 
in 2003 and for eight sub¬ 
sequent years, including in 
2011 after high winds in Au¬ 
gust of that year toppled 
stage rigging Mid-America 
had provided onto fans 


awaiting the start of a con¬ 
cert by country duo Sugar- 
land. Seven people were 
killed and more than 100 
were injured. 

Indiana has paid out $11 
million to victims of the col¬ 
lapse, including $5 million 
under the state’s liability 
cap and $6 million in public 
funds freed up by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly.^

PHOENIX (AP) — Pros¬ 
ecutors announced for¬ 
mal charges Wednesday 
against a 21-year-old man 
suspected in some of the 
freeway shootings that 
have rattled the Phoenix 
area. 


Leslie Allen Merritt Jr. was 
charged with 16 counts, 
including aggravated as¬ 
sault, unlawful discharge 
of a weapon, disorderly 
conduct, endangerment 
and carrying out a drive- 
by shooting. 

But prosecutors did not 
file terrorism charges that 


police originally sought 
against the landscaper 
arrested Friday night at 
a suburban Phoenix Wal- 
Mart. 

Maricopa County’s top 
prosecutor. Bill Montgom¬ 
ery, previously said Arizo¬ 
na’s terrorism laws enact¬ 
ed after 9/11 focus mostly 


on protecting public utili¬ 
ties from attack and would 
not apply to the freeway 
shootings. 

Using ballistics tests, detec¬ 
tives tied Merritt to four of 
the 11 shootings reported 
on Phoenix-area freeways, 
Arizona Department of 
Public Safety Director Frank 
Milstead said. 

State police say copycats 
might be shooting guns or 
other weapons on free¬ 
ways, so the investigation 
remains open. 

Only one person was in¬ 
jured in the shootings: On 
Aug. 29, a bullet pierced 
the windshield of an SUV 
on Interstate 10, and the 
broken glass slightly cut a 
13-year-old passenger. 
Merritt is charged in that 
shooting and three others 
where state police recov¬ 
ered bullet fragments from 
vehicles. 

Merritt said at his initial ap¬ 
pearance Saturday that 
officers arrested the wrong 
person. He said that dur¬ 
ing the time the shootings 
occurred, he didn’t have 
the pistol police recovered 
from a pawn shop last 


week. 

“My gun’s been in the 
pawn shop the last two 
months,” Merritt told the 
judge. “I haven’t even had 
access to a weapon.” 

But the owner of the Mo 
Money Pawn Shop in 
Phoenix said Wednesday 
that he had turned over 
logs and surveillance vid¬ 
eo that showed Merritt 
pawned the gun Aug. 30. 
That puts Merritt’s pawn¬ 
ing of his gun after the four 
shootings he’s charged 
with. 

He had previously pawned 
and retrieved his gun twice 
since July, pawn shop 
owner Eric Baker said. 
Each time, he would have 
had to present identifica¬ 
tion and give a fingerprint, 
plus undergo an FBI back¬ 
ground check to retrieve 
the weapon. 

“And the final time it was 
brought here was Aug. 
30 around 5:30 p.m. after 
the freeway shootings oc¬ 
curred that day,” Baker 
said. Also on Wednesday, 
state police said the series 
of shootings began earlier 
than thought.Q 


2 men charged in Canada train terror get life in prison

TORONTO (AP) — Two men 

found guilty of plotting to 
derail a passenger train in 
Canada with support from 
al-Qaida were sentenced 
Wednesday to life in prison. 
Chiheb Esseghaier and 
Raed Jaser must serve a 
minimum of 10 years be¬ 
fore becoming eligible 
for parole on their life sen¬ 
tences. 

A jury convicted Esseghai¬ 
er, a Tunisian national, ear¬ 


lier this year of planning to 
derail a Via train heading 
from New York to Toronto 
and four other terror-relat¬ 
ed charges. 

Jaser was found guilty of 
conspiring to commit mur¬ 
der in support of terrorism 
and two other charges. 
Jaser, who was born in the 
United Arab Emirates to 
Palestinian parents but is 
not an UAE citizen, was liv¬ 
ing in Toronto when he was 
arrested in 2013. 
Investigators say the men 


received guidance from 
members of al-Qaida in 
Iran. Iranian government 
officials denied having 
anything to do with the 
plot. 

Toronto Justice Michael 
Code found both men 
have not renounced their 
extremist beliefs, have not 
expressed remorse and 
present questionable pros¬ 
pects for rehabilitation. 
“Code found that they 
were very serious and 
committed,” prosecutor 


Croft Michaelson said out¬ 
side the courtroom. "He 
found that they were not 
remorseful and that there 
was really no indication 
of substantial rehabilita¬ 
tion. They’re dangerous 
individuals and that came 
through in the life sentenc¬ 
es.” 

During their trial, the court 
heard that an undercover 
FBI agent gained the trust 
of Jaser and Esseghaier 
and surreptitiously record¬ 
ed their conversations.

ATHENS, Greece (AP) — 

Greece's new coalition 
government formally as¬ 
sumed its duties Wednes¬ 
day, pledging to enforce 
creditor-demanded 
spending cuts and reforms 
while softening the pain on 
an austerity-weary popula¬ 
tion. 

Labor Minister George Ka- 
trougalos said the new 
administration elected 
Sunday has to focus on 
the reforms that were a 
key condition for the lat¬ 
est in a series of interna¬ 
tional bailouts keeping the 
country afloat. “Until now 
the people knew us and 
backed us as a force of 
resistance to neoliberalism, 
establishment politics and 
corruption,” he said at a 
swearing-in ceremony for 
Prime Minister Alexis Tsipras' 
new government. “Now 
we must prove that we are 
also a force for reform.” 
Tsipras, at 41 Greece’s 
youngest prime minister in 
about 150 years, won re- 
election in the early elec¬ 
tion despite a rebellion in 
his party after his remark¬ 
able policy U-turn in the 
summer, when he broke 
key promises to fight bail- 
out-linked austerity and in¬ 
stead signed a new bailout 
with even more tax hikes 
and income cuts. 

“It would be naive to say 
that our path will be strewn 
with flowers,” Deputy Prime 
Minister Yiannis Dragas- 
sakis said. To secure the 
86-billion-euro ($96 billion) 
rescue loans, Greece has 
committed to further re¬ 
duce pension spending, 
overhaul the pension and 
social security system, dou¬ 
ble taxation on farmers, 
open restricted markets 
to competition and push 
ahead with a large privati¬ 
zation program. □

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Egypt buys 2 warships from France, 2nd big miiitary purchase

PARIS (AP) — Egypt has 
agreed to buy two as¬ 
sault ships from France, 
the French government 
said Wednesday, dramati¬ 
cally increasing its capa¬ 
bilities on- and off-shore as 
the country tries to assume 
a more prominent role 
against Islamic State mili¬ 
tants. 

The assault ships, which can 


each carry 16 helicopter 
gunships, 700 troops and 
up to 50 armored vehicles, 
were originally intended for 
Russia. France continued 
building to Russia's specifi¬ 
cations — including stencil¬ 
ing Cyrillic writing through¬ 
out the vessels — until the 
deal finally fell apart be¬ 
cause of the Ukraine crisis. 
It was originally supposed 
to be the biggest arms sole 
ever by a NATO country to 
Russia. 


France agreed to refund 
950 million euros ($1 bil¬ 
lion) already paid by Rus¬ 
sia. France didn't say how 
much Egypt has agreed 
to pay, but denied losing 
money. A military official 
who was not authorized to 
speak publicly about the 
deal said Egypt would pay 
950 million euros ($1 billion) 
for both ships, which will be 
delivered next March. 
Russia had traditionally 
supplied Egypt’s military.

Bangladesh says it meets US factory safety conditions

DHAKA, Bangladesh (AP) 

— Bangladesh said it has 
met the conditions put for¬ 
ward by the United States 
for better safety and work¬ 
ers’ rights in its factories 
that were essential to re¬ 
gain preferential trade sta¬ 
tus the impoverished South 
Asian nation lost in 2013 af¬ 
ter two disasters killed 1,500 
garment workers. 

The preferential trade sta¬ 
tus does not cover Bangla¬ 
desh's influential garment 
industry, which helps the 
country earn $25 billion an¬ 


nually and mainly exports 
to the United States and 
Europe. But Dhaka has long 
lobbied for its garment in¬ 
dustry to have duty-free 
access to the United States 
and the lost status was seen 
as a big blow to that goal. 
The government said in its 
statement late Tuesday 
that all of the 16 conditions 
set by the U.S. hove been 
met. It has so far shut down 
some 364 apparel units 
for lack of sufficient safety 
measures. It has amended 
labor laws, enacting new 
rules for allowing workers to 
form unions, increased the 


number of factory inspec¬ 
tors and settled many crim¬ 
inal cases against trade 
union leaders who said 
the charges were meant 
to silence them. Some 500 
factory-based trade unions 
have been registered and 
workers' welfare associa¬ 
tions have been formed in 
special export zones. 

A delegation of the U.S. 
Trade Representative's of¬ 
fice praised the progress 
but also found shortcom¬ 
ings. The delegation is vis¬ 
iting Bangladesh to review 
improvements in safety 
standards at factories and 


changes to legal docu¬ 
ments allowing for wider 
workers' rights. 

Michael J. Delaney, assis¬ 
tant U.S. trade representa¬ 
tive, gave guarded appre¬ 
ciation of the progress. 

“We saw very good prog¬ 
ress initially on union reg¬ 
istrations, with an unprec¬ 
edented number of unions 
successfully registering. 
Now however, there seems 
to be slowing in this area, 
with an increasing number 
of union registrations being 
denied,” Delaney said in 
remarks shared by the U.S. 
Embassy in Dhaka. 


The team also expressed 
concern about the al¬ 
leged harassment of the 
union leaders. “We have 
also heard continuing con¬ 
cerns about the protection 
of unions from harassment. 
We want to work with the 
government to ensure that 
the Ministry of Labor has the 
capacity to address these 
allegations and to ensure 
unions' rights and responsi¬ 
bilities under the law,' Del¬ 
aney said. Delaney said it 
would be crucial that Ban¬ 
gladesh is prepared to take 
on “increased regulatory

Muslim pilgrims gather for pinnacle of hajj in Saudi Arabia

MOUNT ARAFAT, Saudi Ara¬ 
bia (AP) — Muslim pilgrims 


from around the world 
gathered before dawn 
Wednesday in the valley of 
Mount Arafat in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia for a day of prayer that 
marks the pinnacle of the 
annual hajj pilgrimage. 
Some 2 million pilgrims 
packed should-to-shoulder 
for an emotional day of 
repentance and supplica¬ 
tion. Many wept as they 
raised their hands toward 
the sky, asking for forgive¬ 
ness and praying for loved 
ones. 


It was on this day some 
1,400 years ago that Is¬ 
lam’s Prophet Muhammad 
delivered his final sermon 


from Mount Arafat during 
the hajj, calling for equality 
and for Muslims to unite. 
Throughout the day, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pil¬ 
grims scaled the hill and 
prayed facing the Kaaba, 
the cube-shaped structure 
in Mecca that observant 
Muslims around the world 
face in prayer five times a 
day. 

Muslims believe prayer on 
this day at Mount Arafat, 
about 20 kilometers (12 
miles) east of Mecca, is 


their best chance to erase 
past sins and start anew. 
Islam requires that all able- 
bodied Muslims perform 


the hajj once in their lives. 
While following a route the 
Prophet Muhammad once 
walked, 

the rites are believed to 
ultimately trace the foot¬ 
steps of the prophets Ibra¬ 
him and Ismail, or Abraham 
and Ishmael as they are 
named in the Bible. 

The five-day hajj began 
Tuesday with the shedding 
of symbols of materialism 
— men donned white ter¬ 
ry cloth garments meant 
to symbolize humility and 


equality while women give 
up makeup and perfume, 
covering their heads and 
wearing loose-fitting cloth¬ 


ing. 

As every year, for many pil¬ 
grims it is their first time to 
travel outside their country, 
having spent years saving 
for what for most is an ex¬ 
pensive pilgrimage. 

Once back home, they will 
be referred to in their com¬ 
munities with the respect¬ 
ful title of “hajji" for having 
completed the pilgrimage. 
The hajj is the largest gath¬ 
ering of Muslims worldwide, 
drawing to it people from 
different social classes and 


religious sects, with Sunnis 
and Shiites praying side by 
side. 

The day spent in Mount 
Arafat is one of the few 
times during the hajj that 
all pilgrims are in the same 
location at the same time 
— and is often described 
as the most moving experi¬ 
ence of the hajj. 

“This is the place where the 
prophet ... had his last hajj 
all the way form Mecca to 
here. 

We are following his foot¬ 
steps," said Abdul Halim Yu- 
suf-Ali, a 21 year-old Islamic 
studies student from Kenya. 
Yusuf-Ali was among thou¬ 
sands praying at Mount 
Arafat before sunrise 
Wednesday. 

He said it was more impor¬ 
tant than ever for Muslims 
to heed the words from the 
prophet’s last sermon, call¬ 
ing for unity and equality. 
“It is very important be¬ 
cause now Muslims’ politi¬ 
cal situation is very chaotic 
and many Muslims are be¬ 
ing killed every day, 
and it is just the other way 
around from what the 
Prophet emphasized,” Yu- 
suf-Ali added. 

Among the most volatile 
corners of the Muslim world 
is Yemen, 

where a Saudi-led coali¬ 
tion is fighting Shiite reb¬ 
els known as Houthis, who 
overtook major cities last 
year and ousted the interim 
president from the capital. 
For Yemeni pilgrim Essam 
Ahmed, whose country is 
embroiled in a bitter civil 
war pitting pro-government 
forces backed by Saudi 
Arabia against Shiite rebels 
known as Houthis and their 
allies, 

it was important to pray for 
the defeat of the rebels. □

Colombia revamps 
drug policy as US’s 
program concludes

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— Colombia is overhaul¬ 
ing its anti-drug strategy, 
aiming to boost alterna¬ 
tive development efforts 
and relying more on man¬ 
ual eradication to replace 
U.S.-backed aerial spray¬ 
ing of the crop used to 
make cocaine. 

In unveiling the new strate¬ 
gy Tuesday, President Juan 
Manuel Santos played 
down concerns that Co¬ 
lombia is easing up on 
cartels by ending the aer¬ 
ial eradication program, 
which has been a fixture 
of the drug war for two de¬ 
cades. 

“Colombia doesn’t need 
to continue being the big¬ 
gest exporter of coca on 
the planet and we’re go¬ 
ing to prove it,” he said in a 
speech that follows months 
of internal deliberations. 
Santos decided in May to 
end aerial spraying of her¬ 
bicides on coca crops af¬ 
ter a research arm of the 
World Health Organization 
reclassified glyphosate as 
a probable carcinogen. 
More than 4 million acres 
of land in Colombia have 
been sprayed with the 
popular weed killer over 
the past two decades to 
kill the plants whose leaves 
produce cocaine. 

As part of the new plan, 
growers who abandon 
coca will receive financial 
and technical assistance, 
as well as land titles after 
five years, to switch to al¬ 
ternative crops. 

Forced manual eradica¬ 
tion will be used as a last 
resort for communities 
that don’t live up to their 
commitments. □

LONDON (AP) — Economic 
growth across the 19-coun¬ 
try eurozone is showing 
signs ot slowing, according 
to a survey conducted be¬ 
fore any assessment of the 
impact on German indus¬ 
try of the emissions-rigging 
scandal engulfing carmak¬ 
er Volkswagen. 

Financial information com¬ 
pany Markit said Wednes¬ 
day its monthly purchas¬ 
ing managers’ index — a 
broad gauge of busi¬ 
ness activity — fell to 53.9 
points in September from 
54.3 the previous month. 
Though anything above 50 
indicates expansion, the 
decline points to slower 
growth. 

Markit says its survey points 
to quarterly growth of 0.4 
percent in the third quar¬ 
ter, unchanged from the 
previous three-month pe¬ 
riod. 

“There remains a worrying 
failure of growth to accel¬ 
erate to a pace sufficient 
to generate either higher 
inflation or strong job cre¬ 
ation,” said Chris William¬ 
son, Markit's chief econo¬ 
mist. 

The projected quarterly 
growth rate is, according 
to Williamson, below what 
is generally regarded as 
the eurozone’s long-term 
potential and puts the re¬ 


gion on course to expand 
by just 1.6 percent this year. 
A more detailed look at the 
survey shows that Germany 
is enjoying its best quarterly 
expansion for a year even 
though growth slowed 
slightly in September. 

Some economists are be¬ 
ginning worrying about the 
impact on German growth 
from the Volkswagen crisis. 
The world’s top-selling car- 
maker has admitted that 
11 million of its diesel vehi¬ 


cles contain software that 
evades emissions controls, 
far more than the 482,000 
cars identified last week by 
the U.S. Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency as violating 
clean air laws. 

While Volkswagen is strug¬ 
gling to contain the fallout, 
there are concerns that 
the scandal will hit sales as 
brand is damaged. 

Since VW is a major part 
of the German economy, 
there could be some impli¬ 


cations for growth. 

Carsten Brzeski, chief 
economist at ING Ger¬ 
many, said the ongoing 
refugee crisis and now the 
“Volkswagen shocker" 
pose new risks to the Ger¬ 
man economy, which 
have yet to be picked up 
by surveys. 

Brzeski concedes that it is 
“unclear” what the impact 
of the VW crisis will be, but 
that there will likely be one 
given the size of VW. □ 


Chinese manufacturing index faiis to 6.5 year low

HONG KONG (AP) — Chi¬ 
nese manufacturing activ¬ 
ity fell to its lowest in more 
than six years in the latest 
sign of the slowdown in 
the world's second biggest 
economy, according to a 
survey released Wednes- 
day.The latest data was 
worse than economists had 
expected and unsettled 
global financial markets. 
Uncertainty about the ex¬ 
tent of China's slowdown 
has been on the radar of 
investors, particularly after 
the Federal Reserve men¬ 
tioned China as one of its 
reasons for not raising inter¬ 
est rates last week. 

The preliminary Caixin/ 


Markit index, which is based 
on a survey of factory pur¬ 
chasing managers, fell to 
47.0 in September from 47.3 
in August. Numbers below 
50 on the 100-point index 
indicate contraction. 

It’s the sixth straight monthly 
decline for the index, which 
is at its lowest since March 
2009, when the world was 
gripped by the fallout from 
the global financial crisis. 
The preliminary index read¬ 
ing is based on 85 percent 
of survey respondents. The 
final figure, which is often 
revised, is due by Oct. 1. 
Activity may have been 
weighed down by tempo¬ 
rary factory closures and 
a two-day national holi¬ 
day for a military parade 


in Beijing in early Septem¬ 
ber, analysts said. China’s 
factories cut output, staff 
numbers and prices at a 
faster pace as both new 
export orders and overall 
new orders fell, the report 
said. Chinese manufactur¬ 
ers employ many millions 
of workers and represent 
a big part of the overall 
economy but they are feel¬ 
ing the effects of a weak 
recovery in major markets 
overseas.“Today’s data 
highlights the considerable 
headwinds to growth from 
soft global demand,” said 
HSBC Greater China Econ¬ 
omist Julia Wang. 

The data will add to the 
pressure on China’s com¬ 
munist leaders as they try 


to prevent growth from 
falling too sharply. Service 
industries have been grow¬ 
ing rapidly but economists 
say Beijing may still need 
to speed up government 
spending to achieve the 
full year growth target of 
7 percent. China’s eco¬ 
nomic growth held steady 
at 7 percent in the most 
recent quarter, which was 
its weakest performance 
since 2008. Growth has 
fallen from the double¬ 
digit rates of the previous 
decade as Beijing tries to 
wean the economy off its 
reliance on trade and in¬ 
vestment in favor of do¬ 
mestic spending on goods 
and services but the transi¬ 
tion is challenging. □ 



Australian consumer 
confidence jumping 
on change of leader

— Australian consumer 
confidence has jumped 
following the ouster of the 
country’s unpopular prime 
minister last week by a 
moderate rival. 

The optimism of Australians 
rose 8.7 percent in the lat¬ 
est ANZ-Roy Morgan con¬ 
sumer confidence survey 
published on Tuesday. 

The survey was conducted 
last weekend after Tony 
Abbot was replaced as 
leader of the ruling Liberal 
Party and prime minister by 
Malcolm Turnbull in a vote 
of government lawmakers. 
Lack of economic leader¬ 
ship from 

Abbott was one reason for 
his unpopularity. Austra¬ 
lia’s economy has suffered 
from China’s slowdown, 
the main market for main¬ 
stay exports of iron ore and 
coal. 

Turnbull is already claim¬ 
ing to have boosted busi¬ 
ness confidence but has 
given no timetable for pol¬ 
icy measures that would 
promote productivity, busi¬ 
ness confidence and in¬ 
vestment in a sluggish 
economy. 

“We have already seen 
a rise in business confi¬ 
dence because we have 
a government that is talk¬ 
ing confidently about 
our future and is talking 
optimistically about our 
future and indicating if 
not the precise policies — 
because I’ve only been 
prime minister for a week 

— but the outcomes we 
seek to achieve,” Turnbull 
told Sky News television on 
Wednesday. 

Chris Richardson, a part¬ 
ner in Deloitte Access Eco¬ 
nomics, said while he was 
not aware of which busi- 
nessconfidence surveys 
Turnbull referred to, he sus¬ 
pected the prime minister 
was correct. 

The Australian Industry 
Group, a business advo¬ 
cacy group, said its surveys 
of manufacturing, services 
and construction industries 
had shown expansion in 
recent months which fed 
improved business confi¬ 
dence generally.^

And it was just the start tor 
the 27-year-old Australian.

He 
set a major championship 
record to par (20 under) 
at Whistling Straits. He fol¬ 
lowed that with a six-shot 
victory at The Barclays, 
and then opened with 
rounds of 63-61 to blow 
away the field at Conway 
Farms for a six-shot victory 
in the BMW Championship. 
That was his fifth win of the 
year — one more than Spi¬ 
eth — and Day went to No. 
1 in the world ranking. 

“I still think it’s him," Day 
said on Sunday. “But I’m 
hoping that I can go and 
win next week and get 
people talking about it a 
lot more.” 

The ballots will be emailed 
to PGA Tour players on 
Sunday night after the Tour 
Championship following 
what amounts to the last 
campaign stop at East 
Lake. 

A victory for Day would 
give him six wins and a ma¬ 
jor. 

To put that into context, 
only four other players over 
the lost 40 years hove won 
six times in one season 
on the PGA Tour — Tom 
Watson (1980), Nick Price 
(1994), Vijoy Singh (2004) 
and Tiger Woods (six times). 
If he were to win, then it re¬ 
ally would be o tale of two 
seasons. 

Spieth dominated the im¬ 
portant port of the year. 
Day thrived during the bo¬ 
nus time of the year. 

The FedEx Cup is not hit- 
ond-giggle. It starts with the 
top 125 players on the PGA 
Tour and, with the value of 
points quadrupled, whittles 
the field down to the top 
30 at the Tour Champion¬ 
ship who oil hove o mathe¬ 
matical shot at the $10 mil¬ 
lion bonus. A vote for Day 
might indicate how much 


importance players put on 
the tour’s postseason. 

The whole debate starts 
with the assumption Day 
will win the Tour Champi¬ 
onship, and the rote he’s 
been going, that’s not o 
stretch.

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Yankees Hall of Fame catcher Yogi Berra dies at 90

NEW YORK (AP) — Yogi Ber¬ 
ra, the Hall of Fame catch¬ 
er renowned as much for 
his dizzying malapropisms 
as his record 10 World Se¬ 
ries championships with 
the New York Yankees, has 
died. He was 90. 

Berra died of natural 
causes Tuesday at his 
home in New Jersey, ac¬ 
cording to Dave Kaplan, 
the director of the Yogi 
Berra Museum. 

“While we mourn the loss 
of our father, grandfather 
and great-grandfather, we 
know he is at peace with 
Mom,” Berra’s family said 
in a statement released by 
the museum. 

“We celebrate his remark¬ 
able life, and are thank¬ 
ful he meant so much to 
so many. He will truly be 
missed.” 

Short, squat and with a 
homely face, Berra was 
a legendary Yankee who 
helped the team reach 14 
World Series during his 18 
seasons in the Bronx. 

Berra played in more World 
Series games than any oth¬ 
er Major League Baseball 
player, and was a three¬ 
time American League 
Most Valuable Player. 

But his name appears al¬ 
most as often in Bartlett’s 
Famous Quotations as it 
does in baseball’s record 
book. “It ain’t over ‘til it’s 
over” is among eight “Yogi- 
isms” included in Bartlett’s. 
“When I’m siftin’ down to 
dinner with the family, stuff 
just pops out. And they’ll 
say, ‘Dad, you just said an¬ 
other one.’ 

And I don’t even know 
what the heck I said,” Berra 
insisted. 

Berra played for the Yan¬ 
kees from 1949-65. His 
teammates included fel¬ 
low Hall of Famers Joe 
DiMaggio, Mickey Mantle 
and Whitey Ford. 

In 1956, he caught the only 
perfect game in World 
Series history and after 
the last out leaped into 
pitcher Don Larsen’s arms. 
The famous moment was 
captured in photographs 
published in newspapers 
around the world. 

After his playing days, Ber¬ 
ra coached or managed

the Yankees, New York 
Mets and Houston Astros. 
He led both the Yankees 
and Mets to pennants. 

In 1985, his firing as man¬ 
ager by the Yankees 16 
games into the season 
sparked a feud with owner 
George Steinbrenner. Ber¬ 
ra vowed never to return 
to Yankee Stadium as long 
was Steinbrenner owned 
the team. 

But in 1999, Berra finally re¬ 
lented, throwing out the 
ceremonial first pitch of the 
Yankees’ season-opening 
game. 

Berra, the son of Italian im¬ 
migrants, got his nickname 
while growing up in St. 
Louis. Among his amateur 
baseball teammates was 
Jack McGuire, another fu¬ 
ture MLB player. 

“Some of us went to a 
movie with a yogi in it and 
afterwards Jack began 
calling me Yogi. It stuck,” 
Berra told the Saturday 
Evening Post. 

He was a fan favorite, es¬ 
pecially with children, and 
the cartoon character 
Yogi Bear was named after 
him. 

Berra, who played in 15 
straight MLB All-Star Games, 
never earned more than 
$65,000 a season. 

Growing up, he was any¬ 
thing but a natural. 

Chunky and slow, Berra 
was rejected by his home¬ 
town St. Louis Cardinals af¬ 
ter a tryout in 1943. But a 


Yankee scout recognized 
his potential and signed 
him. 

He reached the major 
leagues late in the 1946 
season and homered in his 
first at-bat. The next year, 
he continued to hit well, 
but his throwing was so er¬ 
ratic he was shifted to the 
outfield, then benched. 

His breakthrough season 
came in 1948, when he hit 
.315 with 14 homers and 98 
RBIs while continuing to im¬ 
prove his fielding. In 1949, 


he compiled a .989 fielding 
percentage and did not 
make an error in the All-Star 
Game or World Series. 

“I don’t care who the hit¬ 
ter is,” New York manager 
Casey Stengel told the 
New York Journal-Amer- 
ican. “(Berra) knows just 
how he should be pitched 
to.” 

Berra was AL Most Valu¬ 
able Player in 1951, 1954 
and 1955. He holds World 
Series records for most hits 
(71) and most games (75). 


He was inducted into the 
Hall of Fame in 1972. 

“You never think of that 
when you’re a kid,” Berra 
said. “But egads, you gotta 
be somethin’ to get in.” 
Lawrence Peter Berra was 
born in St. Louis on May 12, 
1925, the son of Pietro, a 
laborer in a brickyard, and 
Pauline Berra. He grew up 
in “The Hill,” or Italian dis¬ 
trict, with three older broth¬ 
ers and a younger sister. 
Berra was forced to drop 
out of school in the eighth 
grade and go to work to 
help support his family. He 
took jobs in a coal yard, as 
a truck driver and in a shoe 
factory. 

He continued to play 
amateur baseball, which 
brought him to the at¬ 
tention of major league 
scouts. 

In 1943, his first professional 
season with the Yankees’ 
farm team in Norfolk, Vir¬ 
ginia, was interrupted by 
World War II. He joined the 
Navy and later served on a 
gunboat supporting the D- 
Day invasion. 

Berra married his wife. Car¬ 
men, in 1949. The couple, 
who met in St. Louis, had 
three sons, including Dale 
Berra, who played in the 
major leagues as an in¬ 
fielder. 

Berra published three 
books: his autobiography 
in 1961, “It Ain’t Over...” in 
1989 and “The Yogi Book: 
I Really Didn’t Say Every¬ 
thing I Said” in 1998. The 
last made The New York 
Times’ best seller list. 

In 1996, Berra was award¬ 
ed an honorary doctorate 
from the state university 
in Montclair, New Jersey, 
where he and his family 
lived. 

The university also named 
its baseball stadium for Ber¬ 
ra. The adjoining Yogi Berra 
Museum opened in 1998. 
The museum houses Berra 
memorabilia, including 
what he said was his most 
prized possession, the mitt 
he used to catch Larsen’s 
perfect game. 

His wife once asked Berra 
where he wanted to be 
buried, in St. Louis, New 
York or Montclair. 

“I don’t know,” he said.

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Ad blockers rise as ads annoy, bog down websites

LOS ANGELES (AP) — When 
you visit a website, you ot- 
ten find yourselt waiting 
and waiting tor advertise¬ 
ments to load. Video starts 
playing automatically, and 
animated ads jump in front 
of what you were there to 
see. The seconds tick by. 

It doesn’t have to be this 
way. 

There are easy ways to 
block such annoyances, 
and Apple is now permit¬ 
ting apps that block ads in 
its Web browser for iPhones 
and iPads. 

All this might help users 
navigate, but it also threat¬ 
ens the livelihood of web¬ 
sites and publishers that 
depend heavily on adver¬ 
tising revenue — compa¬ 
nies like Google, Hulu and 
The New York Times. While 
the rise in ad blocking isn’t 
causing panic yet, publish¬ 
ers and content creators 
are watching. 

Already, some websites 
are taking steps to reduce 
the annoyance so users 
won’t turn to ad blockers. 
They are also subverting 
the ones out there to make 
sure they get paid for deliv¬ 
ering news and entertain¬ 
ment. 

“It is possible to be too 
alarmist about ad block¬ 
ers, but it’s a very real phe¬ 
nomenon," said Joshua 
Benton, director of the Nie- 
man Journalism Lab at Har¬ 
vard University. 

It’s one thing if just 5 per¬ 
cent of iPhone users install 
an ad blocker; it’s another 
if 80 percent do, Benton 
said. If today’s ad prac¬ 
tices get too annoying, he 
said, they could disappear 
just like pop-up windows, 
which many browsers now 
block automatically in re¬ 
sponse to consumers’ an¬ 
noyance with them. 

Over the years, websites 
have been more aggres¬ 
sive at delivering ads that 
break through the noise 
and target specific cus¬ 
tomers more precisely. But 
websites are also filling un¬ 
sold ad space by turning to 
ad brokers to deliver pitch¬ 
es that are less and less rel¬ 
evant. 

Every little bit can slow 


down or freeze your brows¬ 
er. 

“I think publishers got very 
out of hand in terms of 
what they put on,” said 
Dean Murphy, 28, a Yarm, 
England, app developer 
who responded by creat¬ 
ing Crystal, a $1 ad blocker 
for Apple devices. 

Craig Smith, a 47-year-old 
website developer in Mus¬ 
selburgh, Scotland, said 
Twitter started showing him 
ads for adjustable waist¬ 
band trousers not long 
after he and his followers 
discussed about how ridic¬ 
ulous his grandfather’s trou¬ 
sers looked in a photo. 

“All of a sudden you’re 
getting hammered with 
stuff you’ve got no interest 
in," he said. “It just makes 
the whole browsing experi¬ 
ence really unpleasant.” 
PageFair, a firm that seeks 
to counter ad blockers, 
says worldwide usage of 
ad blockers grew 41 per¬ 
cent from last year to near¬ 
ly 200 million people. That’s 
6 percent of Internet users 
worldwide, including 16 
percent in the U.S., 37 per¬ 
cent in Greece and 25 per¬ 


cent in Germany. PageFair 
estimates these tools will 
block nearly $22 billion in 
ad revenue this year and 
$41 billion next year. 

The threats to websites are 
about to get bigger. The 
ability to block ads, long 
available on traditional 
computers, arrived on Ap¬ 
ple’s mobile devices with 
a recent software update, 
iOS 9. Apps with these ca¬ 
pabilities — going by such 
names as Purify Blocker and 
Blockr — quickly became 
top sellers. These tools af¬ 
fect only the Safari browser 
and won’t block ads inside 
apps such as Twitter, Face- 
book and Apple’s own 
News app. 

Google’s Android sys¬ 
tem also allows ad block¬ 
ers in Web browsers such 
as Firefox, as long as they 
don’t affect unrelated 
apps. 

Many websites already 
have countermeasures for 
ad blockers. 

Hulu, for instance, simply 
replaces commercials with 
an unskippable message 
prompting you to turn your 
ad blocker off. Or, you can 


pay Hulu $12 a month to go 
ad-free. 

Meanwhile, some compa¬ 
nies are paying develop¬ 
ers of ad blockers such as 
Adblock Plus for the right 
to bypass them. Compa¬ 
nies that benefit a lot from 
search ads, like Google 
and Microsoft, pay for the 
privilege, the Financial 
Times reported. Microsoft 
declined to confirm the 
report. Google didn’t re¬ 
spond to requests for com¬ 
ment, although the list of 
Web addresses that get a 
pass includes many from 
Google. Hulu declined 
comment. 

All this raises questions 
about the role of ad-block- 
ing companies. Ad block¬ 
ers streamline the user ex¬ 
perience without contrib¬ 
uting back to the digital 
economy, even as they 
seek to make money by 
charging websites for the 
right to nullify their impact. 
Smaller websites can get 
a free pass from ad block¬ 
ers, but only if they forego 
revenue from video ads or 
other display ads deemed 
intrusive. 


Perhaps there’s another 
way — a truce, of sorts. 
Some companies are try¬ 
ing to create a smoother 
experience to get at the 
root cause of consumer 
frustration. 

Apple’s News app. Face- 
book’s Instant Articles and 
SnapChat’s Discover all 
seek to speed up online 
journalism and cut back 
advertising, while sharing 
revenue with news outlets. 
The New York Times has ads 
in Apple News, but it’s look¬ 
ing for ways to make them 
less obtrusive. For instance, 
the Times says it’s selling 
ads by time of day and en¬ 
couraging marketers to tai¬ 
lor their messages accord¬ 
ingly, like making ads that 
help readers prepare for 
the day in the morning, but 
entertain them at night. 
The Washington Post has 
been testing whether visi¬ 
tors with ad blockers in¬ 
stalled would respond to 
being redirected to a page 
that asks them to pay for a 
subscription. And on Tues¬ 
day, the Post said all of its 
articles will be available 
through Facebook’s new 
service for “lightning-fast" 
reading, sharing and com¬ 
menting from Apple de¬ 
vices. 

“The market wouldn’t be 
robust for ad blockers if 
some ads weren’t intrusive, 
creepy, hold you hostage 
or slow down your experi¬ 
ence," said Jed Hartman, 
the Post’s chief revenue 
officer. “Everything should 
be on the table: fewer ads, 
different types of ads, no 
ads.” 

Meanwhile, the industry 
group Interactive Adver¬ 
tising Bureau is pushing for 
“viewable" ads fhaf load 
only when fhaf part of fhe 
page is visible. That way, 
marketers don’t pay for 
ads that aren’t seen, and 
sites should load faster. 
Randall Rothenberg, the 
group’s CEO, called ad- 
blocking practices “defi¬ 
nitely immoral and un¬ 
ethical," yet he acknowl¬ 
edged that consumers turn 
to blockers because they 
are fed up. 

“Consumers are speaking 
and you’ve got to listen to 
them," he said. □ 
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Materials and energy stocks slide on China growth worries

NEW YORK (AP) — Another 
slide in raw-material pro¬ 
ducers and oil companies 
tugged the stock market 
to a slight loss on Wednes¬ 
day, amid heightened 
concerns about global 
economic growth. Dow 
Chemical and Chevron 
each lost 2 percent. 

The news out Wednesday 
was hardly encourag¬ 
ing. A private measure of 
manufacturing in China hit 
its lowest level in six years, 
a result of weaker factory 
production, overall new or¬ 
ders and hiring. 

That, along with plunging 
oil prices, could have led 
to a much bigger sell-off, 
said Jim Paulsen, chief in¬ 
vestment strategist at Wells 
Capital Management. But 
that's hardly encouraging 
for investors looking for a 
signal that the worst is over. 
The market has finished 
lower in four of the past five 
days. 

“I’m sure there are a lot of 
buyers on the sidelines,” 
he said, “but right now it 
doesn’t seem like a very 
good time to buy.” 

The major indexes headed 
higher at the outset of trad¬ 
ing Wednesday, took a 


sharp turn lower just before 
lunchtime, then climbed 
back almost to breakeven 
in the afternoon. By the 
closing bell, the stock mar¬ 
ket wound up just shy of 
where it started. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index gave up 3.98 points, 
or 0.2 percent, to finish the 
day at 1,938.76. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average lost 50.58 points, 
or 0.3 percent, to 16,279.89, 
and the Nasdaq compos¬ 
ite fell 3.98 points, or 0.1 
percent, to 4,752.74. 
Mounting concerns about 
slowing global economic 
growth and the timing of 
the Federal Reserve’s first 
interest-rate hike in nearly 
a decade has battered 
markets recently. The S&P 
500, the most widely used 
measure of U.S. invest¬ 
ments, has lost more than 
8 percent in three months. 
Anthony Valeri, a market 
strategist at LPL Financial, 
said he thinks the choppy 
trading will likely continue 
until next week, when a 
batch of major U.S. eco¬ 
nomic reports come out. 
The government releases 
its monthly look at the job 
market next Friday. 

In other news, Volkswa¬ 
gen’s CEO stepped down 


Wednesday, taking re¬ 
sponsibility for a growing 
scandal. His resignation 
followed the German car¬ 
maker’s admission that it 
rigged software in its cars 
to pass U.S. emission tests. 
In a statement, Martin Win- 
terkorn said he was “not 
aware of any wrongdo¬ 
ing on my part.” U.S.-list¬ 
ed shares of Volkswagen 
surged $1.66, or 7 percent, 
to $27.10. 


Major indexes in Europe re¬ 
covered a portion of their 
steep losses from the day 
before. Germany’s DAX fin¬ 
ished with a gain of 0.4 per¬ 
cent, while France’s CAC 
40 picked up 0.1 percent. 
Britain’s FTSE 100 gained 1.6 
percent. 

Evidence of slowing eco¬ 
nomic growth hit mar¬ 
kets across Asia. China’s 
Shanghai Composite Index 
dropped 2.2 percent, while 


Hong Kong’s Hang Seng 
sank 2.3 percent. South 
Korea’s Kospi fell 1.9 per¬ 
cent, and Australia’s S&P/ 
ASX 200 lost 2.1 percent. 
Japan’s stock market re¬ 
mains closed until Thursday 
for public holidays. 

Back in the U.S., bond pric¬ 
es fell, nudging the yield 
on the benchmark 10-year 
Treasury note to 2.15 per¬ 
cent from 2.13 percent the 
day before.Q 


China inks deals worth $38 billion to buy 300 Boeing jets

HONG KONG (AP) — Boe¬ 
ing said Wednesday that 
Chinese companies have 
agreed to buy 300 jets and 
build an aircraft assembly 
plant in China. The deals, 
worth about $38 billion, 
were signed during Chi¬ 
nese President Xi Jinping’s 
visit to the United States. 
China Aviation Supplies 
Holding Company, ICBC 
Financial Leasing and Chi¬ 
na Development Bank 
Leasing inked the jet pur¬ 
chase agreement after 
Xi’s arrival in Seattle. Boe¬ 
ing said the orders were 
mostly for its 737 models. 
State-owned Commer¬ 
cial Aircraft Corporation 
of China, which is better 
known as Comae, also 
signed a cooperation 
agreement with the U.S. 
plane maker to build a 
737 aircraft assembly cen¬ 
ter in China. Boeing said 


the new facility will paint 
the jets and finish their in¬ 
teriors. 

Xi visited Boeing’s Paine 
Field assembly plant dur¬ 
ing the Seattle leg of his 
frip before moving on to 


Washington, D.C., to meet 
President Barack Obama. 
The assembly plant would 
be Boeing’s first in Chi¬ 
na and signals its attempt 
to match its European rival 
Airbus’s Chinese presence 


as the two rivals step up 
their efforts to win more 
business in the country’s 
lucrative aircraft market. 
Boeing said the Chinese 
facility won’t reduce 
employment levels at its 


plants in Washington state. 
Airbus opened its first as¬ 
sembly line outside of Eu¬ 
rope in 2008 with a Tianjin 
facility that turns out four 
A320 aircraft per month. In 
July, Airbus signed a deal 
for a second complefion 
and delivery center for 
A330 jets. 

Boeing, based in Chi¬ 
cago, sold a record 155 
airplanes last year to cus¬ 
tomers in China, and so 
far this year, a quarter of 
ifs jets have been deliv¬ 
ered there. The company 
predicts that over the next 
two decades China will 
overtake the U.S. as the 
world’s biggest plane 
market with demand for 
6,330 new airplanes worth 
an estimated $950 billion. 
Shares of Boeing Co. 
fell $2.32, or 1.7 per¬ 
cent, to close at $131.67

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Volkswagen clean-car Image 
dirtied by emissions scandal

NEW YORK (AP) — German engineering may lase 
some marketing pop after Volkswagen's stunning 
admission that it rigged emissions tests. 

The revelation is particularly damaging since Volk¬ 
swagen has long pinned its reputation on its tech¬ 
nological prowess, with the tagline, “Isn't it time for 
German engineering?,” along with its focus on envi¬ 
ronmental sustainability. 

“Brands are all about trust and it takes years and years 
to develop,” says Nigel Currie, an independent U.K.- 
based branding consultant. “But in the space of 24 
hours, Volkswagen has gone from one people could 
trust to one people don't know what to think of." 

The company apologized and the CEO stepped 
down, but Volkswagen has yet to explain how the 
cheating was allowed to occur. The company risks 
alienating not only fans of the “People's Car," but 
dealers, the local face of the brand, who feel blind¬ 
sided by the scandal. 

“The most important thing is that VW comes out and 
tells the public what happened, who was involved 
and make sure that it doesn't happen again” said 
Jeremy Robinson-Leon, principal and chief operating 
officer at New York-based corporate and crisis PR firm 
Group Gordon. 

That communication needs to happen soon, says Mi¬ 
chael Jackson, the CEO of AutoNation, the largest 
auto dealership chain in the U.S. He says VW diesel 
owners are angry and dealers don't have enough 
details to share with them. Jackson gives VW a week 
to explain its actions or he feels the brand value will 
be damaged. 

VW risks losing owners like Peggy Schaeffer, 64, a li¬ 
brarian from Durham, North Carolina. For Schaeffer, 
her 2010 diesel Jetta Sportswagen was the ideal car, 
peppy but still environmentally friendly. Now, “I really 
feel like I've been hod. I've been hoodwinked. This is 
deliberate fraud and deceit,” she says. Schaeffer is 
uncertain what she'll do next. 

“I'll watch and wait and see how the company be¬ 
haves,” she says. 

Being an environmentally friendly company is in Volk¬ 
swagen's DNA. Back in the 1960s its first U.S. ads urged 
people to “Think Small” in an era of gas-guzzling cars. 
More recently, Volkswagen launched a global “Think 
Blue” campaign in 2010 with the aim to “become the 
world's most ecologically sustainable car manufac¬ 
turer” by 2018. 

“They had a brand image that is very straightforward, 
honest and in recent years dependent on being a 
leader on environmental standards and pushing 
those,” said Kelly O'Keefe, professor of brand man¬ 
agement at the VCU Brandcenter. “Now it appears 
they've been cheating to get there, which is a dev¬ 
astating revelation.” 

Recent ads have promoted its “clean diesel” tech¬ 
nology, which provides high fuel economy, in its Pas¬ 
sat, Jetta, and other cars. One campaign shows old¬ 
er ladies in a Passat bickering about whether diesel 
fuel is “sluggish” or “stinky.” A Jetta ad says the car's 
engine is “painstakingly engineered without compro¬ 
mise." 

The scandal broke Friday in the U.S., and the last 
“Clean Diesel" ad ran Monday, according to iSpot. 
tv, which tracks TV ads in real time. Volkswagen ap¬ 
pears to have pulled the ads from its YouTube chan¬ 
nel, although they remain on some dealer pages 
and elsewhere on YouTube. a 


Volkswagen CEO WInterkorn steps down

BERLIN (AP) — Volkswagen 
CEO Martin Winterkorn re¬ 
signed Wednesday, days 
after admitting that the 
world's top-selling carmak¬ 
er had rigged diesel emis¬ 
sions to pass U.S. tests during 
his tenure. 

No replacement was an¬ 
nounced, and VW still has 
no easy exit from a scandal 
that has suddenly dented 
a reputation for trustworthi¬ 
ness that took decades to 
build. The smog-test trick¬ 
ery has wiped out billions 
in VW's market value and 
raised the specter of crimi¬ 


new beginning.” 

Huber said a successor will 
be discussed at a board 
meeting on Friday that 
was originally intended to 
approve extending Win¬ 
terkorn's contract through 
2018. 

VW reversed its market slide, 
closing up 6.9 percent at 
118.90 euros.

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Supermoon plus eclipse equals rare sky show Sunday night

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — Get ready for a rare 
double feature this week¬ 
end, starring our very own 
moon. 

A total lunar eclipse will 
shore the stage with o so- 
called supermoon Sunday 
night or early Monday, de¬ 
pending where you ore. 
That combination hasn’t 
been seen since 1982 and 
won’t happen again until 
2033. 

When a full or new moon 
mokes its closest approach 
to Earth, that’s o super¬ 
moon. Although still about 
220,000 miles away, this 
full moon will look bigger 
and brighter than usual. In 
fact, it will be the closest full 
moon of the year, about 
30,000 miles closer than 
the average distance. (The 
moon’s orbit is far from o 
perfect circle.) 

NASA planetary scientist 
Noah Petro is hoping the 
celestial event will ignite 
more interest in the moon. 


He is deputy project for 
the Lunar Reconnaissance 
Orbiter, or LRO, which has 
been studying the moon 
from lunar orbit since 2009. 
“The moon’s o dynamic 
place,” Petro said Wednes¬ 
day. “We’re seeing chang¬ 
es on the surface of the

moon from LRO. We’re see¬ 
ing that it’s not this static 
dead body in the sky ... 
it’s this great astronomical 
object that we have in our 
backyard, essentially. So 
people should get out and 
start looking at it.” 

Many stargazers, profes¬ 


sional and amateur alike, 
dislike the term “super¬ 
moon,” noting the vis¬ 
ible difference between 
o moon and supermoon 
is slight to oil but the most 
faithful observers. 

“It’s not like the difference 
between on ordinary man 
and Superman,” said Alan 
MocRobert, o senior editor 
at Sky & Telescope maga¬ 
zine. “It really ought to be 
called o tiny, slightly little bit 
bigger moon, rather than 
the supermoon.” 

The full eclipse of the moon 
will lost more than on hour 
and be visible, weather 
permitting, from North and 
South America, Europe, 
Africa and western Asia. 
Showtime on the U.S. East 
Coast is 10:11 p.m. EDT 
(0211 GMT); that’s when 
the moon. Earth and sun 
will be lined up, with Earth’s 
shadow totally obscuring 
the moon. 

In Europe, the action will 
unfold before down Mon¬ 
day. No matter where, the 
preshow will begin two 


hours earlier. 

There won’t be another to¬ 
tal lunar eclipse until 2018. 
This weekend’s eclipse 
marks the end of o tetrad, 
or series of four total lu¬ 
nar eclipses set six months 
opart. This series began in 
April 2014. 

The 21st century will see 
eight of these tetrads, on 
uncommonly good run. 
From 1600 to 1900, there 
were none. Observatories 
ore marking the celestial 
event with public telescope 
viewing, although magnify¬ 
ing devices won’t be nec¬ 
essary; the eclipse will be 
easily visible with the naked 
eye. Astronomers ore urg¬ 
ing stargazers to simply look 
to the east. 

In Los Angeles, Griffith Ob¬ 
servatory also will serve up 
Beethoven’s “Moonlight 
Sonata” on the piano and 
other moon-themed music. 
NASA will provide o live 
video feed of the entire 
eclipse — on option in cose 
clouds obscure your own 
view.Q

Bombong Dohono Adji, di- 
recfor of biodiversity con¬ 
servation at Indonesia’s 
Ministry of Environment and 
Forestry, said the mother, 
Rotu, is expected to give 
birth next May at the Way 
Kombos Notional Pork in 
southern Sumatra, to join 
five other rhinos there. 
Sumatran rhino pregnan¬ 
cies lost about 16 months 


and the babies weigh up to 
27 kilograms (60 pounds). 
Ultrasound images indicate 
Rotu’s pregnancy is pro¬ 
gressing normally. 

“This proves capabilities 
of our own experts at Way 
Kombos,” Dohono said. 
“Malaysia’s announce¬ 
ment of the extinction 
of Sumatran rhino there 
mode Indonesia’s efforts to 
save the rhino very impor¬ 
tant now.” 

Now 12 years old, Rotu was 
born in the wild and wan¬ 
dered out of the rainfor¬ 
est in 2005. Her first colt, o 
mole named Andotu born 
in 2012, was the first Suma¬ 
tran rhino born in on Asian 


breeding facility in more 
than 140 years. 

The father of both calves 
is Andolos, who was born 
at the Cincinnati Zoo, later 
sent to the Los Angeles Zoo, 
and then moved to Indo¬ 
nesia in 2007 for mating. 
Andolos’ brother, Horopon, 
lives at the Cincinnati Zoo, 
is the only Sumatran rhino 
abroad and expected to 
be moved to Indonesia in 
October.

The publisher told The As¬

Federal judge rules ‘Happy 
Birthday’ song In public domain

LOS ANGELES (AP) — The 

music publishing compa¬ 
ny that has been collect¬ 
ing royalties on the song 
“Happy Birthday To You” 
tor years does not hold a 
valid copyright on the lyr¬ 
ics to the tune that is one 
of the mostly widely sung in 
the world, a federal judge 
ruled Tuesday. 

U.S. District Judge George 
H. King determined the 
song's original copyright, 
obtained by the Clayton F. 
Summy Co. from the song’s 
writers, only covered spe¬ 
cific piano arrangements 
of the song and not its lyr¬ 
ics. The basic tune of the 
song, derived from another 
popular children’s sang, 
“Gcod Mcrning to All,” has 
long been in the public do¬ 
main. 

King’s decision comes in a 
lawsuit filed two years ago 
by Good Morning To You 
Productions Corp., which is 
working on a documentary 
film tentatively titled “Hap¬ 
py Birthday.” The company 
challenged the capyright 
now held by Warner/Chap¬ 
pell Music Inc., arguing that 
the sang shauld be “dedi¬ 
cated to public use and in 
the public domain.” 
“Because Summy Co. nev¬ 
er acquired the rights to 
the ‘Happy Birthday’ lyr¬ 
ics, defendants, as Summy 


Ca.’s purparted succes- 
sors-in-interest, do not own 
a valid copyright in the 
Happy Birthday lyrics,” King 
concluded in his 43-page 
ruling. 

The lawsuit also asked for 
monetary damages and 
restitution of more than $5 
million in licensing fees it 
said in 2013 that Warner/ 
Chappell had callected 
tram thausands of people 
and graups wha’ve paid 
to use the song over the 
years. 

Marshall Lamm, a spokes¬ 
man for one of the plain¬ 
tiffs’ lawyers, said that issue 
would be determined later. 
In the meantime, one of the 
suit’s co-plaintiffs, Ruypa 
Marya at the music group 
Ruypa & The April Fishes, 
praised Tuesday’s decisian. 
“I hope we can start rei¬ 
magining capyright law 
to do what it’s supposed 
to do — protect the cre¬ 
ations of people who make 
stuff so that we can con¬ 
tinue to make more stuff,” 
said Marya, who added 
she paid Warner/Chappell 
$455 ta include “Happy 
Birthday Ta You” on a live 
album during which mem¬ 
bers at her band and audi¬ 
ence sang the song to her 
the night before her birth¬ 
day. 

Warner/Chappell has said 
it doesn’t try to collect roy¬ 
alties from just anyone sing¬ 
ing the song but those who 


use it in a commercial en¬ 
terprise. 

“We are looking at the 
court’s lengthy opinion and 
considering our options,” 
Warner/Chappell said in a 
statement following Tues¬ 
day’s ruling. 

In his ruling King went into 
great detail abaut the his- 
tary of “Happy Birthday To 
You” and its derivation from 
“Good Morning to All.” 

That song was written by 
sisters Mildred Hill and Patty 
Hill sometime before 1893, 
the judge said, adding 
that the sisters assigned the 
rights to it and other songs 
to Clayton F. Summy, who 
copyrighted and published 
them in a boak titled “Song 
Stories for the Kindergar¬ 
ten.” 

“The origins of the lyrics 
to Happy Birthday (the 
‘Happy Birthday lyrics’) 
are less clear,” the judge 
continued, adding the first 
known reference to them 
appeared in a 1901 article 
in the Inland Educator and 
Indiana School Journal. 

The full lyrics themselves. 
King said, didn’t appear in 
print until 1911. 

Since then, they have be¬ 
come the most famous lyr¬ 
ics in the English language, 
according to Guinness 
World Records. The song is 
also sung in countless oth¬ 
er languages around the 
world.□

MEMPHIS, Tennessee (AP) 

— Trumpeter Ben Cauley, 
a member of the Stax Re¬ 
cards group the Bar-Kays 
and the only survivor of the 
1967 plane crash that killed 
most of his bandmates and 
Stax star Otis Redding, has 
died in Memphis. He was 
67. 

Cauley’s eldest daughter, 
Chekita Cauley-Camp- 
bell, said her father died 
late Monday at Methodist 
South Hospital. His death 
was first reported by The 
Commercial Appeal. 

While he has long been 
known as the sole survivor 
of the crash that killed Red¬ 
ding, Cauley was a survivor 
in many ather ways. 

He had struggled with 
health issues for years, in¬ 
cluding a stroke he suf¬ 
fered in 1989, but he per¬ 
severed through all of it 
and cantinued ta play his 
trumpet. 

“He was just a real hum¬ 
ble, debonair gentleman,” 
Cauley-Campbell said. 
“He really laved his music. 
His music was really his life. 
He breathed music.” 
Cauley was playing with 
the Bar-Kays while still at¬ 
tending high school at 


Booker T. Washington High 
School in Memphis, his 
daughter said. When he 
was a seniar he would be 
picked up at high school 
on a Friday, travel and play 
with Otis Redding on the 
weekends and then come 
back to school the next 
week. She said same of the 
band members needed 
permission slips from their 
parents to travel with the 
band. 

On Dec. 10, 1967, they 
were traveling on Red¬ 
ding’s new twin engine 
Beechcraft when it went 
into Lake Manona near 
Madisan, Wisconsin. Able 
to hold on to a seat cush¬ 
ion, Cauley was the only 
survivor. Another band 
member, bassist James Al¬ 
exander, was an a differ¬ 
ent plane. 

After the crash, the pair 
rebuilt the Bar-Kays and 
backed Isaac Hayes on his 
landmark album, “Hot But¬ 
tered Soul,” according to 
the Memphis Music Hall of 
Fame’s website. The Bar- 
Kays were inducted into 
the Hall of Fame in 2013. 
Cauley-Campbell said her 
father taured with Hayes, 
and also played with 
Aretha Franklin, the Doobie 
Brothers and many others. 
He was a well-known ses¬ 
sion musician, and Cauley- 
Campbell said she aften 
recagnized the sound of 
his trumpet on records be¬ 
cause it was so different 
from anyone else’s play¬ 
ing. 

“Na one could play like 
him,” she said. “It was a 
very distinct sound. It was a 
pitch above the roof.” 
Besides Cauley-Camp¬ 
bell, Cauley is survived 
by daughters Shuranda 
Cauley-Oliver, Miriam Cau- 
ley-Crisp, Monica Cauley- 
Johnson and Kimberly Gar¬ 
rett; and sons Phalon Rich¬ 
mond and Ben Wells. Plans 
for a memorial service are 
pending.Q

animal shelter who got a 
new life as a K-9 drug-de¬ 
tection dog stars in an up¬ 
coming episode of a new 
PBS series called “Shelter 
Me: Partners for Life." 

The Worcester County sher¬ 
iff’s department in cen¬ 
tral Massachusetts turned 
to the shelter when there 
wasn’t enough money 
in the budget to replace 
its retiring tracking dogs. 
The department covers 
60 towns, a prison and a 
million people. With drug 
overdose deaths in Mas¬ 
sachusetts rising, including 
1,200 last year, the depart¬ 
ment needed a good drug 
detection dog. 

Sheriff Lewis G. Evangeli- 
dis sent Lt. Tom Chabot to 
find a shelter dog that was

young, friendly, enthusias¬ 
tic, smart and free.

Nikita was picked up as 
a stray in San Juan, Puer¬ 
to Rico, when he was 3 
months old and 25 pounds, 
and brought to the Sterling 
Animal Shelter in Sterling, 
Massachusetts, Chabot 
said. “He was reaching 


out to me, stuck to me, 
screaming for us to take 
him,” Chabot recalled. 

In no time, Nikita was a lo¬ 
cal rock star with a follow¬ 
ing that counted students, 
inmates and residents. 
Drug seizures at the prison 
even dropped. 

Last year, another Sterling 
dog named Jaxx, also from 
San Juan, joined Nik on the 
Worcester squad. 

The department saved 
tens of thousands of dollars 
by picking dogs from shel¬ 
ters, training them for eight 
weeks instead of six months 
or two years, and getting 
that training from the near¬ 
by Plymouth County Sher¬ 
iff’s Department. 

Chabot doesn’t have to 
buy anything but food for 
Nik, said filmmaker Steven 
Latham, who created the 
series. A veterinarian do¬ 
nates the dog’s medical 
care. A group of residents 
got him a bulletproof vest 
and an alarm that notifies 
Chabot and opens patrol 
car doors if it gets too hot 
while he’s sitting inside.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Getting 
Aretha Franklin ta sing for 
you could be considered a 
gift in itself. But the Queen 
of Soul has something spe¬ 
cial for Pope Francis when 
she performs for him at the 
Festival of Families concert 
in Philadelphia on Satur¬ 
day. 

Franklin told The Associat¬ 
ed Press that she’ll present 
the pope with a box set of 
sermons by her father, civil 
rights activist C.L. Franklin, 
a famous preacher in his 
awn right. “Almost every¬ 
thing that he recarded is in 
that set,” she said Wednes¬ 


day. 

She’s one of several sing¬ 
ers, including Andrea Bo- 
celli and Juanes, set to 
perform during the pope’s 
historic visit to the U.S. He 
arrived in Washington, 
D.C., on Tuesday, and will 
visit New Yark before end¬ 
ing his trip in Philadelphia. 
Franklin praised the pope 
for his attention to the 
poor: “He impresses me in 
just being a very, very kind¬ 
ly pope.” Franklin, who has 
performed for presidents, 
civil rights leaders and a 
hast at luminaries, sang far 
Pape John Paul II when he 
visited Detroit in 1987. 
“When I was called to sing, 
his motorcade was just 
coming into Hart Plaza, so 
I don’t know if he heard 
the performance or not, 
but the P.A. system was 
so loud. I’m pretty sure he 
did," she said. 

Franklin said she felt “mast 
appreciated” to be includ¬ 
ed in the concert. 

“Just to be held at this lev¬ 
el at esteem at this junc¬ 
ture of my career is really 
great,” she said.Q 


NEW YORK (AP) — By one 

measure, the 2016 presi¬ 
dential campaign has 
made more news at this 
early stage than any of the 
six previous contests.

an analysis by the Tyndall 
Repart, which studies the 
ccntent of these programs. 
The previous high of 462 
minutes at this point came 
in 2007, another year when 
no incumbent was run¬ 
ning. Tyndall made no such 
measurements prior to the 
1992 campaign. 
Republicans have ac¬ 


counted for two-thirds of 
the coverage, partly be¬ 
cause of the two debates 
and partly due to Donald 
Trump. The GOP front¬ 
runner accounted for 29 
percent of the campaign 
caverage himself, Tyndall 
said. The two GOP debates 
have attracted record¬ 
setting audiences far Fox 
News Channel and CNN. 
The three programs have 
also spent virtually the 
same amount of time on 
the controversy involving 
Democrat Hillary Rodham 
Clinton’s emails as it has on 
her campaign, the report 
said. 

NBC’s “Nightly News” has 
spent 215 minutes an the 
campaign, the “CBS Eve¬ 
ning News” 161 minutes 
and ABC’s “World News 
Tonight” 128 minutes, Tyn¬ 
dall said.
